. . .is making an inroad into package de­ 
livery into this area. In fact, the company, 
which drives the little brown bus, is signing 
local companies to contracts. 
There is nothing wrong with any person 


sending their packages anyway they want. 
But local experience in receiving packages 
is not too hot. 
Packages are left with a n y 


one in the neighborhood (one instance with 
two children playing in a yard down the 
street from the packages destination), and 
from there the company assumes no respon­ 
sibility . 
But a main item to stop and consider is 


this: The local Post O/fice spends S133,179 
annually in Hondo for payroll, rent, utili­ 
ties, contracts, mail delivery, vehicles, 
cleaner, and local procurement. 
How much does the United Parcel Service 


spend in Hondo? How many people does 
the company employ in Hondo? The answ­ 
er is obvious--NONE on both counts. 
Every package delivered by the above 


listed company cuts down on the volume of 
the local Post Office * This decline in 
volume, if it continues over a period of 
time, could mean fewer people employed 
here. 
Certainly, there are problems with the 


Post Office (most of them would be with 
offices other than Hondo) but there are 
bound to be problems with the other com­ 
pany ^ I, for one, don't want a package of 
mine delivered to young kids playing down 
the street just because I am not horns. 
And I like the business generated in 


Hondo by th** 13 Post Office employees and 
their families. 


THE HUE AND CRY 


„ . .for years, or at least since I have 
lived here, has been Hondo needs more 
neighborhood parks or recreational play­ 
grounds. And those who advocated such 
action were right. 
So what happens when the City begins 


preparations to create a playground park on 
18th Street? They run into objections to 
burning the trees and limbs piled up there 
after clearing the area. 
In fact, the City was stopped cold by the 


Health Department after objections from a 
few citizens.

Local Newspaper aids progress 


The effect of advertising 
done by local merchants in 
a community is rarely fully 
appreciated. 
Tliis is the opinion of a 
distinguished banker, who has 
helped to launch several mul­ 
ti-m illion-dollar businesses. 
Speaking to a group of univer­ 
sity students on the factors 
affecting community econom­ 
ic development, tile banker 
considered the more prosper­ 
ous communities in Ids state. 
One by one, lie isolated the 
forces which distinguished 
tile progressive communities 
from the "dead" cities. With­ 
out exception, the banker 
listed as the most important 
factor in each community 
the local newspaper. 
He, in fact, named the 
local newspaper before the 
bank and local government. 


"The other Institutions even­ 
tually follow the newspaper, " 
he said. 
Tile spirit of progress, the 
signs of movement and life, 
in a community are vividly 
reflected in a community 
newspaper. This reflection, 
this Image of a community, 
is so powerful that a person 
who has never been near a 
particular city can assess its 
spirit by perusing the com ­ 
munity newspaper from a 
thousand miles away. 
Ironically, the editor has 
only a small part in creating 
the image on which the assess­ 
ment is made. 
The credit is 
due primarily to local adver­ 
tisers. The local retailers 
make a local newspaper. 
They give the editor Ids inde­ 
pendence, strength, and cour­ 
age to move forward.

C o n g r e s s m a n K a z e n 
in W as hington 


IRS District Director for 
southern Texas, said today. 
Students who did not owe 
any tax last year and who ex­ 
pect to owe none tlds year 
should use a W ithholding Ex­ 
em ption C ertificate, Form 
W-4E, to claim the exem p­ 
tion. 
Tlds would elim inate 
the need to file a tax return 
next year unless there has 
been tax withholding and the 
student wishes to recover it. 
For 1972 
a single person 
who makes 
050 or less 
owes no tax. Tlds is based 
on the $1.300 low Income 
allowance and a personal e x ­ 
em ption of $750, 
A single 
taxpayer over 65 can earn 
wages up to $2, 800 without 
incurring a tax liability, Phin­ 
ney explained. 


Exemption from tax w ith­ 
holding began in 1970 and has 
an annual cycle beginning 
each May I. Therefore, any 
exem ption certificates filed 
for 1971 expired on May I, 
and new ones are required for 


the current year.

Rough, thorny Texas range­ 
land presents its own problem* 
to ranchers who are try ing to 
control brush with ground- 
spraying equipm ent. 
"Conditions often prevent 
aerial spraying, yet very- 
little ground spraying is done 
because of the lack of equip­ 
ment tailored to witlistand 
the rigors of rangeland, " says 
Harold W iedemann, Texas 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station engineer at Lubbock. 
He is part of a Texas A&M 
University brush control 
team of scientists who are 
studying and testing different 
and safer methods of improv­ 
ing rangeland conditions. 
One of W iedem ann's jobs 
is to develop a practical 
ground-spraying system suit­ 
able tor rough, rem ote range 
country. 
Tills would be a 
follow -up procedure to con­ 
trol sprout growth of mesquite, 
whitebrush, weeds and otlier 


range plants after large scale 
brush control. 
"Flat tires have been our 
most serious problem, ” says 
the engineer, "But tile y I lave 
been significantly reduced b> 
using a special rear tractor 
tire with a steel lime m e a d ." 
Tills ty pe tire is widely used 
in tile logging industry , but 
appears suitable for range - 
land. 
"A set of logger tires, used 
In conjunction with our re ­ 
search studies at the Spur 
Headquarter Ranch in Dickens 
County, has been in continu­ 
ous operation for more th in 
a year, with only one flat, " 
tile researclier reports. 
Flats on front tractor tires 
liave been reduced by using 
old high-ply truck tires as 
outertreads. 
The truck tire's 
bead and sm all portion of 
die sidewall were removed 
to ald the installation. 
Air­ 
plane or solid lam inated tires 
w ill also work. 


A bulldozer blade m ount­ 
ed on tile tractor lias been 
found to be very useful in 
moving logs and knocking 
over trees which block tile 
tractor's path while spraying. 


Most large, modem tract­ 
ors are equipped with both 
I. OOO and 540-rpm power 
take off units. 
Since spraying 
requires very little horse - 
power, the tractor engine can 
be operated at tialf its rated 
speed; tlien tile L OOO rpm 
unit power take off can 
operate a standard 500-rpm 
spray pump.

This w ill eaae 
hie problem of high expense 
and lost tim e required to 
move large volumes of water 
and diesel to these sites. Ex - 
pertinents in 1970 at Spur 
showed that five gallons per 
acre of herbicide solution 
were usable on mesquite.
